Progression is the order of the day, 
and in no direction is there more prog­ 
ress made than in the breeding and 
feeding of swine. 
The time is past when we can con­ 
sider a man’s success in swine grow­ 
ing based ypon luck. 
Good drainage is essential on the 
hog farm, aud no amount of tile or ar­ 
tificial draining will take the place 
of good natural drainage. 
While hills and valleys make an 
ideal place for a hog farm, the herd 
should be kept as near to the source 
of the water as possible because of 
the danger of the stock becoming af­ 
flicted with cholera and other diseases 
caused by the stream being ctntami- 
nated by swine further up stream. 
A model breeding farm should be 
provided with a timber lot or large 
grove. 
There^is no shade like nat­ 
ural shade, and trees soften the cold 
winds during the winter. Their value 
cannot be overestimated when proper­ 
ly utilized by the swine grower. 
The breeder who would be success­ 
ful in this age of close competition 
must have the closest and keenest dis­ 
crimination of what is necessary to 
constitute 
an 
animal 
of individual 
merit, or more properly he must have 
firmly fixed in his mind the exact con­ 
tour of a perfect pig. 
Then he must 
have an idea of the kind of breeding 
stock required to produce such a pig. 
There are numerous breeds of sw inc, 
varying ^ot only in size, color, shape, 
reeding qualities and general char­ 
acteristics, but also in the quality cf 
their product. 
It is not the great big fat pig that 
brings home the money, but the pig 
that will weigh from 200 to 300 pounds 
ct from six to ten months of age thai 
captures the top prices. 
The breeding animals of the herd 
should receive the very best care ann 
attention at all times, but with all of 
our knowledge cf breeding and feed­ 
ing, the scil nee of sw ine growing is 
yet in its infancy.

Of a to a1 mile­ 
age of 3,919 operated by the Missouri 
Pacific there are 2,384 in Kansas. 
In 1914 the Missouri Pacific earned 
total revenues 
amounting 
to 
$26,- 
722,040.52, 
while 
but 
$12,486,893.08 
came from Kansas. 
This 
condition, 
Johnson told the commission, meant 
that the road was earning but 46.90 
per cent of the total revenue in Kan­ 
sas. 
“Our total 
operating expense in 
1914 
was 
$21,776,082.43,” 
Johnson 
said. “Of this amount $10,230,751.25, 
or 46.98 per cent, 
was 
in Kansas.” 
The witness told the commission that 
in 1913, 62.96 per cent of the tax ac­ 
cruals were in Kansas, while in 1914 
the total jumped to 63.33 per cent.

showed, the Missouri Pacific earned 
freight 
revenue

Amsterdam, April 16.—The socialist 
newspaper Vorwaerts calls attention 
to the enormous increase not only in 
temporary, but also in permanent ex­ 
penditure which is involved by the 
exigiencies 
of 
war. 
Discussing the 
new budget, the newspaper calculates 
that interest on war loans, deficit for 
war years, and the making good after 
the war of military and naval expend­ 
iture will mean at the very least the 
doubling of all existing taxation. The 
annual increase of expenditure is fig­ 
ured at $625,000,000 to $750,000,000. 
Regarding suggestions of huge in­ 
demnity, the Vorwaerts says: 
“The 
secretary of state remarked that he 
by no means renounces the idea of 
obtaining a war indemnity. It is nev­ 
ertheless better for the present to 
leave such a solution out of account. 
If one does that, it is urgently neces­ 
sary to deal in all seriousness with 
the problem of shaping 
our 
future 
financial system. 
Unfortunately the 
secretary 
abstained from indicating 
what new sources of revenue he in­ 
tends to open up.” 
The Boersen Halle, official paper of 
the German Stock Exchange, touch­ 
ing on the same subject, says: 
“The expenditure to cover the war 
loans, the maintenance of the invalids 
and the survivors of the killed, at the 
very least will require two milliard 
marks ($500,000,000) yearly. The dam­ 
age to our national fortune is at pres­ 
ent incalculable, and we are still a 
very long way from the end. 
“Our markets in the east are taken 
by Japan, and in South America they 
are in the hands of the United States. 
Whether a victorious Germany with 
weakened means will be able in the 
long run to carry the enormous bur­ 
dens is the question. 
“It ought not to be forgotten that 
the German workmen who joined the 
colors in August with enthusiasm will 
not look on the situation created dur­ 
ing his absence with the same enthu­ 
siasm when once he returns to his 
employment, finding wages decreasing 
and cost of living increasing, while 
in all directions he will be compelled 
to assume his share of the unavoid­ 
able heavy taxes. 
“M any, and perhaps not the least 
skilled, will emigrate to obtain better 
conditions of living, and this again 
will be a further loss to the working 
power and national fortune 
of 
the 
German empire.”
